I have  been  asked,  while  abroad  to  attend  and  lecture  at  three  International 
Conferences : 


1.  International  Seminar  on  Methods  and  Programs  for  Rural  Youth  Work  - 

Germany . 

2.  Third  World  Rural  Youth  Conference  - Netherlands. 

3.  General  Assembly  of  European  Committee  for  Young  Farmers  and  4-H  Clubs  - 

Norway . 

In  addition,  I will  be  making  advance  arrangements  for  an  IFYE  Rural  Youth 
Leaders  Seminar  to  be  conducted  in  England  or  the  Netherlands  in  December 
by  the  National  4-H  Club  Foundation,  with  assistance  from  the  host  European 
country.  There  will  also  be  opportunity  to  confer  with  rural  youth  leaders 
and  Embassy  officials  in  several  countries  relating  to  implementation  of  the 
IFYE  program,  and  other  aspects  of  rural  youth  work. 


ED  REEVES  TO  JOIN  4-H  DIVISION 

Edgar  A.  Reeves,  Jr.,  a 4-H  Club  specialist  on  the  Washington  State  staff 
is  joining  our  Division  on  August  15.  He  will  be  program  leader,  Western 
states,  as  well  as  have  some  nationwide  assignments. 

Ed  has  a rich  background  of  experience  in  Extension.  He  was  a county  Agricul- 
tural agent  in  Wyoming  and  Washington  before  his  appointment  to  the  Washington 
State  4-H  staff.  He  received  his  Bachelor's  degre-e  from  the  University  of 
Wyoming  and  his  Master  s from  Colorado  State  University.  Among  some  inter- 
esting Extension  aspects  to  Ed's  personal  background  are  that  his  father  was 
a long-time  agent  in  Wyoming  and  his  wife,  Marjorie,  was  a National  4-H  Fellow. 
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JOHN  BANNING  ON  STUDY  LEAVE 


After  finishing  up  summer  school  teaching  at  Wisconsin,  John  is  now  ready 
to  begin  his  own  period  of  study  leave,  which  will  extend  to  September  1,  1963. 

He  plans  first  to  enroll  for  the  summer  at  the  University  of  Maryland,  where 
he  will  concentrate  in  the  area  of  Human  Development.  This  is  preliminary 
to  his  planned  work  in  the  field  of  adult  education. 

John  has  carried  a heavy  load  of  assignments  in  our  Division.  The  rest  of  the 
staff  will  make  every  effort  to  try  to  keep  up  as  many  of  the  activities  as 
possible  in  his  absence.  Requests  from  the  States,  that  he  would  normally 
take,  will  be  filled  by  some  other  staff  member  as  far  as  possible. 


"DESIGN  FOR  DECISIONS" 


Our  staff  has  been  intensely  interested  in  the  long-time  projection  and  pro- 
gram areas  which  are  being  developed  by  a Southern  Regional  4-H  Committee. 
Lloyd  Rutledge  has  reviewed  the  program  plans  with  the  staff  and  we  feel  that 
the  enclosed  "Design  for  Decisions"  paper  would  be  of  interest  and  assistance 
to  all  States. 

Bill  Sutton,  Director  of  Extension  in  Georgia,  and  one  time  State  4-H  Club 
Leader  in  Georgia,  has  been  the  director-adviser  to  this  committee.  The 
committee  work  is  a part  of  the  program  plans  and  patterns  of  the  Regional 
State  4-H  Leader  Conference  held  every  three  years  and  the  Annual  Youth 
Section  conference  at  the  Association  of  Southern  Agricultural  Workers.  The 
next  regional  conference  of  State  4-H  staffs  is  May  6-10,  1963. 

The  "Design  for  Decisions"  was  reviewed  at  a recent  conference  of  Southern 
Directors.  Director  Marshall  Watkins  of  Florida,  chairman  of  the  Southern 
Directors,  called  the  "Design  for  Decisions"  an  outstanding  statement  of 
4-H  philosophy,  program  principles,  and  projects.  The  core  of  this  plan, 
he  told  directors,  is  centered  in  leadership  development.  The  committee  has 
sifted  and  analyzed  the  trends,  concerns,  and  program  needs  of  the  States. 
From  these,  he  continued,  our  basic  design  or  program  pattern  has  been  out- 
lined for  the  60 ' s centered  on  leadership  development  and  cooperative  program 
development.  A major  part  of  this  design  is  focused  on  a cooperative  plan 
for  States  to  share  in  the  development  of  leadership  units  or  packages  on 
"leadership  concepts  for  Extension  agents"  and  on  "junior  leadership." 


CAREER  EXPLORATION  CONFERENCE 


A national  Extension  Training  Conference  on  Career  Exploration  has  been  ap- 
proved by  ECOP . The  conference  will  be  held  at  the  Nebraska  Center  for 
Continuing  Education,  Lincoln,  October  24-26.  Each  State  is  encouraged  to 
send  two  or  more  Extension  staff  members.  A grant  of  funds  from  the  National 
4-H  Service  Committee  will  be  used  to  cover  a portion  of  the  travel  costs  for 
those  attending.  The  amount  allotted  to  your  State  has  been  indicated  in  a 
letter  to  your  Director.  The  conference  planning  committee  will  be  writing 
to  you  to  learn  the  names  of  those  scheduled  to  attend  from  your  State. 
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YOUTH  PROGRAM- -AMERICAN  INSTITUTE  OF  COOPERATIVES 


An  outstanding  program  is  being  planned  for  the  Youth  Education  Section  at 
the  American  Institute  of  Cooperatives  to  be  held  at  Ohio  State  University, 
August  5-8.  Lloyd  Rutledge  is  taking  the  lead  from  our  staff  and  joint 
plans  have  been  developed  with  Walter  Jacoby,  Youth  Director  of  AIC . We 
know  that  many  of  you  are  making  plans  for  your  State  delegation. 

Walter  Jacoby  has  alerted  you  about  your  AIC  scholarship  nominations.  The 
sooner  that  these  are  sent  to  the  AIC  office  the  sooner  we  can  give: you  more 
details  and  announcements  on  this  program  feature.

ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  ON  "SCIENCE  IN  4-H" 

The  Advisory  Committee  on  "Science  in  4-H"  met  May  28-29  to  plan  the  special 
study  being  conducted  by  a staff  from  the  National  4-H  Foundation  under  a grant 
from  the  National  Science  Foundation. 

The  following  were  accepted  as  the  aims  of  the  study: 

1.  An  objective  analysis  of  the  contribution  which  present  4-H  Club 
programs  are  now  making  to  the  greater  understanding  and  use  of 
science . 

2.  Analyze  and  establish  areas  in  which  4-H  could  more  effectively  and 
appropriately  make  a greater  contribution  to  deeper  and  more  wide- 
spread understanding,  belief  and  competence  in  using  science,  both 
among  4-H  members  and  their  lay  professional  leaders. 

3.  Recommend  the  scope  of  emphasis,  and  more  specific  areas  within 
this  scope,  which  the  4-H  movement  should  undertake  in  order  to 
make  the  appropriate  and  needed  contribution  to  science  education. 

4.  Outline  scientifically  sound,  educationally  appropriate  ways  to 
experimentally  explore  and  develop  educational  activities  and 
materials  which  emphasize  science  as  an  important  part  of  4-H  work. 

5.  Develop  a few  specific  proposals  in  detail,  for  a few  top-priority 
areas,  which  could  be  activated  as  soon  as  funds  and  interested 
competent  participants  could  be  secured. 

This  will  involve  a rather  comprehensive  survey  in  approximately  eight 
selected  States.  The  specific  States  are  being  determined  from  a list 
indicating  their  desire  to  cooperate. 
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YOUTH  AND  RESOURCE  DEVELOPMENT 

Four  hundred  outstanding  rural  youth  from  seven  States  served  by  the  Tennessee 
Valley  Authority  studied  the  resources  and  development  of  the  area  in  which 
they  live.  The  theme  of  the  conference  was  "Resource  Development--Youth ' s 
Greatest  Challenge."  The  emphasis  of  the  program  was  for  the  senior  4-H  member 
to  discover  the  resources  of  the  area  and  to  explore  careers  in  the  area  of 
each  of  these  resources.  Each  delegate  took  part  in  discussion  groups  on 
forestry,  water,  air,  soil,  mineral,  wildlife,  and  human  resources.  Bob  Pinches 
from  our  staff  participated  in  this  conference  along  with  leading  authorities 
from  TVA  and  the  Land-Grant  Colleges  in  the  Tennessee  Valley.  States  partici- 
pating were  Alabama,  Georgia,  Kentucky,  Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee, 
and  Virginia. 


INTERSTATE  CONFERENCE 

Seven  States  in  the  Northcentral  Region  held  their  Annual  Conference  at  Lincoln, 
Nebr.  Discussion  centered  around-- 

1.  How  attitudes  are  learned  - Image  of  4-H. 

2.  Adapting  the  program  to  help  youth  with  employment  opportunities,  and 

3.  Making  the  4-H  program  more  manageable. 

Some  resource  people  were  Dr.  Hall  of  Nebraska,  Dr.  Glenn  Dildine  and 
Grant  Shrum  of  the  National  4-H  Foundation,  Norman  Mindrum  and  Elwood  Shaffer 
of  the  National  4-H  Service  Committee,  and  Bill  Stuckey  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Center. 


ENTOMOLOGY  WORK  IN  THE  PHILIPPINES 


Henry  Seften  has  shown  us  an  interesting  summary  of  the  beginnings  of  4-H 
entomology  work.  A report  of  this  was  entered  in  the  science  section  of  the 
Manila  Times  Contest  for  activities  of  organized  youth  groups  and  was  awarded 
first  place.  We  have  copies  of  the  Philippines'  4-H  Entomology  Manual, 
Leader's  Manual,  and  Record  Book. 


RURAL  YOUTH  LEADERS'  WORKSHOP 


The  35  Rural  Youth  organization  leaders,  who  are  here  under  a special  grant 
from  Reader's  Digest  Foundation  to  participate  in  the  IFYE  program,  will  have 
a workshop  July  23-30.  Maurice  Hill  will  be  our  representative,  to  work  with 
the  Foundation  staff  on  the  meeting  to  be  held  in  South  Dakota.  These  leaders 
are  from  22  different  countries. 
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4-H  HOME  FURNISHINGS  COMMITTEE 

A 4-H  home  furnishings  committee  meeting  has  been  approved  to  follow  the 
Workshop  for  Home  Furnishings  Specialists  to  be  held  in  New  York  City  in 
November . 

This  will  be  the  third  time  in  the  history  of  4-H  that  a special  committee 
meeting  has  been  scheduled  to  consider  4-H  work  in  home  improvement -home 
furnishings.  The  first  one  in  1949,  the  second  in  19S'2.  The  decade  since 
the  last  meeting  has  brought  many  changes  to  families  and  the  homes  in  which 
they  live. 


DEDICATION  OF  MEMORIALS  TO  4-H  STAFF  PIONEERS 

May  20  at  the  Iowa  4-H  Camping  Center  featured  dedications  of  three  appropriate 
memorials  to  staff  members  who  had  been  significantly  identified  with  the 
Iowa  program.  A sundial  was  dedicated  to  Josephine  Arnquist  Bakke,  State 
Girls  Club  Leader,  1920  to  1936.  A library  at  the  camping  center  was  dedicated 
to  Mrs.  Edith  Barker,  State  4-H  Girls  Club  Leader  from  1937  to  1946.  The 
gate  to  the  camping  center  will  be  appropriate  reminder  to  the  work  of 
Frank  Preston  Reed,  who  wa’s  Assistant  State  Boys  4-H  Club  Leader  from  1917 
to  1942,  whose  interest  in  4-H  actually  dated  back  to  1914  when  he  became 
a local  leader  while  serving  as  a school  superintendent. 


IMPROVEMENTS  IN  MARKETING  SYSTEMS 

The  Pennsylvania  State  University  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Extension 
Service  has  conducted  and  evaluated  a "Town  and  Country  Business  Program"  for 
older  teen-agers  and  young  adults.  This  program  was  tested  with  28  different 
groups  in  21  different  counties,  both  urban  and  rural  in  Pennsylvania. 
Evaluation  has  also  been  carried  out  in  22  other  States.  The  major  purposes 
of  this  program  have  been  to  (a)  provide  youth  with  a better  understanding 
of  business,  (b)  give  youth  an  opportunity  to  explore  and  discuss  various 
employment  opportunities  closely  related  to  their  backgrounds,  (c)  provide 
a better  insight  to  marketing  for  those  planning  toward  a career  in  farming, 
(d)  show  youth  the  need  and  advantages  of  training  and  education,  and  (e) 
teach  some  basic  economic  facts  to  the  young  people. 

A program  such  as  this  one  for  4-H  Club  members  and  young  men  and  women, 
teaches  young  people  basic  information  about  the  marketing  system  and  also 
acquaints  the  business  world  with  some  of  the  interests  and  needs  of  young 
people  in  their  area.  It  will  certainly  contribute  toward  a better  under- 
standing of  marketing  and  utilization  of  agricultural  products  by  these 
young  people  who  will  be  the  future  producers  and  consumers.

PROGRAM  PLANNING 

Michigan  - Plan  for  4-H  Foods-Nutrition 

A team  of  State  staff  and  local  leaders  met  to  evaluate  work  in  4-H 
foods  and  nutrition  and  to  develop  a "blue  print1''  for  the  future. 

After  developing  objectives,  the  group  divided  into  three  age-group 
committees,  each  to  consider  what  knowledge,  attitudes  and  skills  were 
appropriate  and  how  this  could  be  organized  into  suitable  projects 
in  the  foods-nutrition  area.  Fern  Kelley  was  consultant. 


West  Virginia  - The  Heart  H 

"Treasures  of  the  Trail11  the  State  publication,  emphasizes  the  Heart  H 
in  the  July-August-September  issue.  This  is  full  of  excellent  suggestions 
for  local  clubs.  It  reprints  part  of  the  bulletin  "Highlighting  the 
Heart  H"  by  Phil  Aylesworth  and  George  Foster. 


LEADER  DEVELOPMENT 

Alabama  - "Neighboraide"  Programs 

Many  counties  utilize  a program  to  supplement  school-type  organization 
in  the  winter.  The  school  clubs  break  into  "neighboraide"  groups  to 
carry  on  demonstrations  with  the  help  of  local  adult  leaders.  Leaders 
are  usually  an  interested  parent  of  one  of  the  members. 
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Arkansas  - Leadership  Letter  for  Agents 

A very  attractive  and  down- to-earch  letter,  "Forward  With  4-H," 
is  being  sent  monthly  to  county  Extension  agents  by  Dewey  Lantrip 
and  Gene  Word.  The  ideas  and  supporting  materials  deal  almost  ex- 
clusively with  ways  agents  can  assist  local  adult  4-H  leaders  and 
things  to  do  in  leadership  each  month. 


Maryland  - District  Local  Leader  Conference 

Two  District  meetings  were  held  for  Adult  4-H  Leaders  and  County 
Extension  Agents  to  help  prepare  county  teams  to  carry  out  a program 
with  4-H  leaders  in  their  own  county.  The  major  topics  were  "Planning 
a Local  Youth  Program"  and  "Responsibility  of  Leaders  in  Membership 
Expansion."  Kits  were  provided  each  leader  to  use  after  the  training 
meeting  and  a specific  look  at  each  county  situation  was  part  of  the 
teaching  plan. 


Nevada  - Youth  Leadership  Conference 

Ray  Cox  reports  success  in  conducting  two-day  county  conferences  for 
adults  who  are  leading  youth.  In  Clark  County  leaders  from  Scouts, 
Churches,  P .T .A . , and  4-H  were  involved.  The  teaching  was  done  by 
the  County  Extension  Agent  and  staff  from  the  University.  Private  spon- 
sorship assisted  with  costs. 


South  Carolina  - Staff  Evaluates  Leadership  Development 

All  agents  of  the  six  pilot  counties  participated  in  an  evaluation  and 
check-up  conference  on  their  leadership  development  efforts,  along  with 
representatives  from  4-H  staff,  district  agents  and  State  Home  Economics. 
Each  county  presented  their  procedures  and  progress.  After  analyzing 
these,  the  group  moved  on  to  planning  next  steps. 


West  Virginia  - Leaders  Teaching  Leaders 

A special  course  for  selected  adult  volunteer  4-H  leaders  and  county 
Extension  agents  was  conducted  as  part  of  the  State  Volunteer  Leader 
Camp.  Teams  of  leaders  and  agents  were  instructed  in  the  "whys"  and 
'"hows"  of  conducting  a New  4-H  Leader  Training  Course.  Each  of  the 
county  groups  developed  material  and  visuals,  and  made  plans  to  carry 
it  out  in  their  county.  Special  diplomas  were  printed  and  presented, 
certifying  the  leaders  completed  the  course  of  study  prescribed  for 
instructors  of  the  basic  4-H  leadership  course. 


A plan  for  evaluation  and  follow-up  of  the  instruction  has  been  made. 
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EVENTS  - 4-H  AND  YMW  - June  to  August  are  crowded  with  many  State  and 

district  events.  We  have  selected  just  a few 
examples  of  the  many  good  ones. 

Delaware  - Shift  in  Emphasis 

The  shift  is  from  concentrating  on  project  classes  at  the  State  Short 
Course  to  trying  to  help  4-H  members  understand  their  role  in  society 
and  become  better  prepared  to  accept  adult  responsibilities.  "Learn, 
Live,  Serve"  was  theme  of  the  4-day  event  designed  to  help  older  members 
become  better  citizens. 

Idaho  - "Focus" 

"Focus"  on  careers,  change s recreation  and  leadership  made  up  the  plan 
for  the  Idaho  4-H  Congress.  Morning  sessions  featured  7 workshops,, 
and  the  afternoon  included  32  classes  with  each  delegate  having  oppor- 
tunity to  attend  four.  Many  University  of  Idaho  departments  participated 
in  the  careers  segment. 


Iowa  - Citizenship  Theme 

A pre-conference  workshop  was  held  for  county  presidents.  State  officers 
and  State  officer  candidates  to  prepare  them  for  assuming  responsibilities 
during  the  Club  Conference  to  follow  and  back  home  in  their  counties. 

Theme  of  the  State  Conference  was: 


Citizenship 

My  Rights My  Responsibilities 

To  Myself To  Others 


Kentucky  - Mock  U.  S.  Congress 3 UN  Sessions 

Toward  the  goal  of  helping  members  gain  more  knowledge  of  national  and 
world  questions,  the  1200  delegates  to  the  State  4-H  Week  took  part  in 
two  types  of  assemblies.  Those  attending  4-H  Week  for  the  first  time 
made  up  the  mock  UN  delegation--delegates  having  been  assigned  certain 
countries  to  study  about  and  then  to  represent.  Those  who  had  been  to 
4-H  Week  before  and  had  participated  in  the  UN  program,  became  part  of 
the  U.  S.  Congress  group,  debating  the  issue  of  federal  aid  to  education. 
Staff  members  of  the  UK  College  of  Education  and  the  Political  Science 
Department  cooperated  with  Extension  on  the  program. 


Minnesota-Mary land  - Interstate  Exchange 

Thirty-nine  Minnesota  4-H  members  and  two  adult  leaders  are  participating 
in  an  exchange  which  includes  a chance  to  live  for  a week  with  farm 
families,  followed  by  a week  at  a Citizenship  Short  Course  at  the 
National  4-H  Center.  The  exchange  between  the  two  States  began  in  1960; 
previously  Minnesota  had  had  exchange  programs  with  Mississippi  and 
with  Manitoba. 
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Nebraska  - Youth  Trained  for  Conservation  Leadership 

Four  camps  for  conservation  and  leadership  are  being  held,  each  with 
similar  program.  Basic  leadership  training  is  a part  of  all.  Then 
the  delegates  are  given  opportunities  to  practice  leadership  skills  during 
the  camp.  Their  training  includes  leadership  discussion,  speaking, 
creative  dramatics,  recreation  leadership  and  basic  parliamentary  pro- 
cedure. The  conservation  subjects  include  wildlife  conservation  and 
management,  soil  and  range  conservation,  and  career  possibilities  in 
the  conservation  areas.
